NEW GOVERNMENT FORMED 


Colonel Manuel Coelho Assumes 


Control and Fills Portfolios—— 
Monarchist Move Denied.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—A message has 
been received at the Foreign Office con- 
firming a report that the Premier of 
Portugal, Antonio Granjo, was assassi- 
nated during the rioting yesterday that 
resulted in the formation of a new Min- 
istry. 

From an announcement made tonight 
by the Portuguese Minister in London, 
it appears that the program of the new 
Portuguese Government will be as fol- 
lows: Organization of all services of 
the public administration in order to in- 
sure the utmost economy; prompt solu- 
tion of the problem of the budgetary 
taxes and custom duties; diminution in 
all public expenses in order to reduce the 
deficit; deal with the problem of the 
excess of public functionaries; definite- 
| ly fix the economic policy, both internal- 
| ly and externally, carrying out treaties 
and conventions in harmony with that 
policy; immediate initiation of a plan of 
Mational development and reorganiza- 
tion of the army and navy in harmony 
with the necessities of the country. 


Founder of Kepublic Killed. 


LONDON, Oct. 20 (Associated Press). 
} According to a dispatch to the Ex- 
| change Telegraph from Paris, several of 
the Cabinet Ministers were killed in 
_ Ld4sbon during the disorders of Wednes- 
day, including Antonio Granjo, Premier 
and Minister of the Interior, and Ma- 
chado dos Santos, founder of the 
Portuguese Repubile and once its Presi- 
dent. 

A Reuter dispatch from Madrid quotes 
a Lisbon report as saying that Jose 
Carlos Maia, former Minister of Marine 
and of the Colonies, and Carlos Silva 
also were assassinated, and that Cunha 
Leal, former Minister of Finance, was 
wounded. 

Colonel Manuel Coelho, as Premier and 
Minister cf the Interior, heads the new 
Portuguese Cabinet, according to dis- 
patches to the Portuguese Legation. 
Dispatches from Paris describe Coelho 
as a Monarchist leader, but the Portu- 
guese Legation here states that he is a 


Republican and has been associated with 
the Republican régime.

Sailors Fire on Crowd. 


BADAJOZ, Spain, Oct. 20.—Serious dis- 
orders attended the military movement 
against the Portuguese Government, 
which broke out in Lisbon on Wednes- 
Gay, it is said in advices received here. 


The trouble began when the Café Brasi- 
liera, a political rendezvous, was closed, 
citizens and the Republican guard com- 
ing into collision. In the ensuing dem- 
onstration there was considerabie rifle 
and revolver firing, but the number of 
casualties is not known here. Sailors 
became involved in the street fighting 
and went to their vessels, seized weap- 
ons and fired upon a crowd, wounding 
a number of persons. 

Students and police also came to blows, 
and many were injured. The police have 
| placed numerous persons suspected of 

being involved in the disorders under 
arrest. 


LISBON, Oct. 20 (Associated Press).—

Seven Premiers Since Jan. 1. 


Since the beginning of the year 
Portugal, which has been a _ republic 
since Oct. 5, 1910, has had no fewer than 

| seven Premiers, at. least three of whom 
came into office after incipent revolu- 
tions. The base of the trouble has been

Ten Federal prohibition agents were 
dropped yesterday by E. C. Yellowley, 
Acting Federal Prohibition Director for 
this State, because of false reports con- 
cerning investigations of aurug firms and 
manufacturers and the acceptance of 


‘‘ petty gratuities ’’ from these concerns. | 


This makes twenty-six agents who have 
been dismissed by Mr. Yellowley in the 
last two months for similar reasons. In 
addition, he suspended two agents a few 
days ago pending further investigation. 

Others will’ go, Mr. Yellowley said, if 
any evidence of “ grafting’’ is found 
against them. His staff of experts from 
Washington are continuing their inves- 
tigations regarding ‘‘fake’’ concerns, 
including druggists, manufacturers of 
patent medicines, hair tonics, &c. 

A total of 176 basic permits to handle 
liquor or alcohol have, been revoked or 
cancelled since Mr. Yellowley has been 
here. Fourteen Jost this privilege as the 
result of hearings yesterday. It has been 
said that there are 7,000 permit hojders 
in-this-city and that a very large pef 
centage of them are doing an illegitimate 
business. 

The Cardo Drug Company, 1,694 Park 
Avenue, was one of the firms whose 
permit was revoked yesterday. The 
firm was represented at the hearing by 
Charles R. O'Connor, formerly Federal 
Prohibition Director for this State, who 
is now practicing law in this city. Mr. 
O’Connor introduced employes of the 
firm to show that the records were 
proper and that the books recorded all 
the receipts and deliveries of liquors.

Thrown Out of a Hylan 


Meeting and Punched 


For Attempting to Question the Mayor 


An attempt to ask Mayor Hylan a 
question about his promise for subway 
extension led to the forcible ejection of, 
James J. McMahon of 8 Roman Tvenue, 
Forest Hills, from a Democratic wo- 
men’s meeting at the Riviera Dance 
Palace, Jamaica, yesterday afternoon. 

‘How about your promise about the 
subway ——"’ was as far,as Mr. Mc- 
Mahon had proceeded with his query, 
when several men and women crowded 
around him and he was shoved from 
the hall. He was then served with a 
summons on a charge of disorderly con- 


duct by Mounted Patrolman James 
Touhey ‘of the Jamaica Police Station, 
and will be arraigned this morning in 
Jamaica Police Court. 

“T wanted to ask the Mayor about a 
certain promise he made concerning a 
subway extension from 242d Street to 
261st Street,” said Mr. McMahon after- 
ward. ‘ Before I had a chance to say 
more than three or four words several 
men and a number’ of women and a 
policeman grabbed me and threw me 
out of the room and downstairs. 

“One man, who. I later learned was 
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the Mayor’s bodyguard, punched me in 
the face. In an effort to save myself 
I hung on to the banister, but the mob 
pushed me so fiercely that the bannister 


broke.” 

Mr. McMahon said he would be in 
court this morning and would tell his 
complete story there. 

The meeting was held by the Demo- 
cratic wqmen of Jamaica and Richmond 
Hill. Mes. Elizabeth Doyle of Jamaica 
presided, and Mrs. Dorothea Courten, 
Vice Chairman of the Queens County 
Democratic Committee was _ hostess. 
About 800 persons, nearly all women, 
were present. 

The Mayor attacked the “ traction, 
gas and electric crowd,’’ defended his 
policy on schools and repeated his as- 
sertion that New York was a cleaner 
city than it had ever been before. 

“That fare, gas and electricity crowd

GURRANSAYSHYLAN |LABOR BOARD FAILS TO HALT STRIKE PLAN 


IS PUTTING POLITICS 
INTO THE SCHOOLS 


Accuses Mayor of Trying to 
Coerce Principals Into Work- 
ing for His Re-election. 


SEES THREAT IN LETTERS 


Attempt to Capitalize the Suf- 
ferings of Pensioned Mothers 
Is Also Charged. 


WIDOWS CALLED TO MEET 


Received the Impression They Must 
Vote for Hylan or Lose Pen- 
sions, Candidate Asserts. 


In the most vigorous speech he has 
yet delivered in his campaign for elec- 
tion as Mayor on the Coalition ticket, 
Henry H. Curran 
Mayor Hylan of putting politics into 
the public schools of the city and into 
the Child Welfare Burean which was 
created by the State to pension widows 
and their fatherless children. 

Mr. Curran cited two instances de- 
signed to demonstrate the ‘‘ campaign 
tactics ’’ of Mayor Hylan and which he 
called an ‘‘exposure” of the ‘‘ low 
stooping methods ”’ of his opponent. 

He said that Hylan was the first 
Mayor to dare attempt coerce the Prin- 
cipals of New York's public schools into 
voting for him by intimating that if 
they did not they wojiid be removed. 

‘* But worse than even that,’’ Mr. Cur- 
ran added, ‘‘ we find that he is trying 
to capitalize, for his own personal and 
political benefit, the mourning and the 
suffering and the trials and tribulations 
of the widows and their fatherless chil- 
dren in this City of New York.’’ 

The Coalition candidate addressed four 
meetings in Brooklyn, last evening, all 
of which were attended far beyond seat- 
ing capacity. At least 2,000 men and 
women filled the Palm Garden at Greene 
and Wilson Avenues, and all applauded 
and cheered him. He also spoke at the 


‘New Assembly Hall, Driggs and Graham 


Avenues; Congress Hall, ‘Atlantic and 
Vermont Avenues, and the Sixth A: D. 
Republican Club, 44 Van Buren Street. 


Tells of Letters to Principals. 


Mr. Curran charged Hylan with having 
sent letters to every principal of the 
public schools of Néw York, inviting 
them to become members of his cam- 
paign committee and work for his re- 
election. These letters were sent only 
recently through one of the Hylan 
Leagues which have been formed.to co- 
operate with his campaign committee, 
his opponent declared. Enclosed with 
the letter, he said, are the words, 
‘*Kindly sign the enclosed 
return promptly if you accept, as only 
those whose written acceptance is re- 
ceived will be appointed.’’

HARDING'S MOVE NEXT, BOTH SIDES THINK 


Trainmen on Texas Line Will Strike Tomorrow; 
Received Leave to Anticipate Big Walkout 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Oct. 20.—E. G. Goforth, manager of 
the International & Great Northern Railroad, was notified today at 
Palestine, Texas, that the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen on that 
line would strike at noon on Saturday, Oct. 22. 

About 600 men will be affected by the strike order. 

Notice of the strike was delivered after R. D. Frame, System 
Chairman of the Trainmen, had received word from W. G. Lee, Grand 
President, declaring that the strike should be carried out as pre- 
viously planned, in accordance with the vote of the men. 

Members of other labor organizations on the road, it is under- 
stood, will remain at work until 6 A. M., Oct. 30, when with organiza- 
tions on other lines they plan to walk out. 


When plans were announced at Chicago last week for the progressive 
railroad strike to begin on Oct. 30, it was stated that the trainmen on one 
road, the International & Great Northern, had been given the right to 


walk out on Oct. 22, if they saw fit. 


W. G. Lee, President of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, ex- 
plained that members of the union employed by that road had asked for 
permission to strike on the 22d, and it had been granted. 

The International & Great Northern operates about 1,100 miles of road 
in Texas, its main lines being between Palestine and Houston, Longview 
Junction and Laredo, Spring and Fort Worth, and Troupe and Mineola. 


TRUGKMEN REJECT 


Ignoring Their Bureau. 
NEW MEN BEING ENLISTED 


United States Trucking Corpo- 
ration, Largest in City, Has 
Contract Until Next Year. 


The demand of the Merchant Truck- 
men’s Bureau of New York for a reduc- 
tion in wages of $5 a week and an in- 
crease from nine to ten hours, effective 
Nov. 1, when the present agreement ex- 
pires, was rejected by more than 1,000 
members of the International Brother- 
lood of Teamsters last night in Webster 
Hall. It was decided to attempt to ne- 
gotiate new contracts on the old terms 
with the trucking firms direct. 

It was the attitude of the meeting that 
the Truckmen's Bureau was not a repre- 
sentative body and that it would be ig- 
nored in the negotiations, according to 
Michael J. Cashal, First Vice President. 
Asked if the meeting foreshadowed a 
strike, he would not commit himself. 

When informed last night of the action 
of the union, Thomas S. Barry, Secre- 
tary of the Merchant Truckmen’s Bu- 


reau, said that the individual contracts | 


offered by the union would be turned 
over to the bureau, as the membership 
had voted not to sign individual con- 
tracts, but to leave the question for 
the bureau to handle. 

The bureau, he said, was going ahead 
with plans for a strike or lock-out on 


Nov. 1, as it had been decided that 
there must be a reduction of $5 a week 
in wages and an increase in the working 
hours. About 300 drivers have been 
engaged, he said, to take the places of 
He also said 
that many of the men would refuse to 
abide by the decision of last night’s 
meeting and continue to work at the re- 
duced wage scale. 


Says Real Workers Were Absent. 


‘“*“We can only say,’’ Mr. Barry con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that from our canvass the real 
workingmen were not at the meeting 
last night. Our experience has been 
that these meetings are usually attended 
by the men who are not working, and 
that if any member gets up with a 
motion which is at all conciliatory he 
is immediately howled down.” 

David Brooks, Chairman of the Wage 
Scale Committee of the bureau, said 
on Wednesday that the attitude of the 
men last night would have great bear- 
ing on the question of an open shop. 
The Executive Committee of the bureau 


will meet tonight to hear the report of 
the Wage Scale Committee on the 
union’s action. It was expected that 
the Executive Committee would take 
some definite action today. Mr. Barry

It also 
was pointed out that whatever conces- 
sions might be obtained by the other 
trucking corporations from the union 
would be demanded by the United 
States Trucking Corporation. 

Representatives of three locals were

203. These three locals comprise the ma- 
jority of the truck drivers working in 
lower Manhattan, John Quinn, President 
of Local 807, presided at the meeting.

chairmen receive code messages to call 
off the strike, the local chairmen will 
be notified in code and send it on to 
the men on the trains and in the rail- 
road shops and yards. 

Instructions accompanying the strike 
order warn the men to leave their work 
quietly,’ and not to cause any disturb- 
ance or disorder of any kind. They are} 
urged to keep away from railroad prop- 
erty and not trespass except upon offi- | 
cial business. 

Violence of any kind will not be tol- 
erated, the notice states, The notice or- 
ders the men to report daily to strike 
headquarters and register.

No Picketing Is Expected. 


Brotherhood officials said last night 
that the union probably would not at- 
tempt to picket the railroad yards or 
terminals, stating that it was their tn- 
tention to keep the men away from rail- 
road property. They said they did not 
believe picketing would be necessary. 

A representative of the Grand Lodge of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers gave out a statement last night 
regarding wages paid engineers as fol- 
lows: 

““The statements that the engineers 


are receiving $1.34 an hour are abso- 
lutely untrue, and have been circulated 
as propaganda to deceive the public. 

““The new rate schedule, which. in- 
cludes the 12 per cent. reduction of 
July 1, shows that the passenger engi- 
neers receive a minimum rate of 74 
cents an hour, and a maximum of 78 
cents, the latter on locomotives over 
200,000 pounds. 

‘‘Wngineers in. the freight service re- 
ceive a minimum rate of 81 cents and a 
maximum of 90 cents an hour. Opera- 
tors of the big 275,000-pound Mallets, of 
which there are only a few, receive $1.05 
an hour. 

‘‘ Engineers on local or way freight 
lines receive a minimum of .875 and a 
maximum of .0825. In the yard service 
they receive a minimum of 80 cents and 
a maximum of 86 cents. 

““Where the companies have to have 
a man work overtim: the pay is time 
and a half. 

“Figures will show that many of our 
men make but $6.24 for an eight-hour 
day.”’

‘FORMAL PEACE DUE 
WITHIN TWO WEEKS 


Exchange of Ratifications With 
Germany to Be Followed by 
Commercial Compact. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The_ ex- 
change. of ratifications of the , peace 
treaty with Germany will take place 
| as soon as the necessary papers can be 
| prepared and conveyed to Germany by 
the State Department. The ceremonies, 
which will consist simply of the formal 
exchange of the certified documents, 
are expected to occur within two weeks. 

Negotiations will follow soon for the 
drafting of a commercial treaty be- 
tween Germany and the United States. 
It is not expected that this treaty can 
be concluded tmmediately, as it will be 
necessary for each Government to study 
the viewpoints and desires of the other, 
as well as to examine the policies of 
States generally in the making of com- 
mercial treaties. 

There are certain reciprocal agree- 
ments as to German interests in the 
United States which the German Gov- 
ernment is anxious to have written into 
a commercial compact, and it is ex- 
pected this will be taken up through 
regular diplomatic channels and at Ger- 
man initiative when fhe peace treaty 
ratifications have been exchanged and 
diplomatic machinery set. 

No indication was available today as 
to when it might be decided to with- 
draw American forces on the Rhine.

Today a subcommittee of the Sinn 
Fein conferred with Winston Churchill, 
Captain Guest and General Trenchard, 
presumably on the question of imperial 
air stations in Ireland.

Earlier in the day Mr. Curran de- 
livered an_ address at the weekly 
luncheon of the Brooklyn Rotary Club 
at the Hotel Bossert.

“‘Four years ago Mr. Hylan told you 


that there was something radically 
wrong with a city Government where 
taxes kept going up.”’

In reply to some inquiries Mr. Cham- 
berlain explained the steps which he 
himself had taken in respect of the 
Irish conference, and gave assurances 
that the position of Ulster and of Loyal- 
ists in the South and West of Ireland 
would be fully safeguarded. He said he 
would further explain his attitude in 
the House of Commons debate. This 
debate, which will take place at the in- 
stance of the Ulster members, will be 
in the week after next. In-preparation 
for it the Unionist ‘‘ Die-Hards’”’ held 
a meeting at the House this evening 
and framed the following motion:

Andrew Jameson, who is a director of 
the Bank of Ireland, to be available 
for consultation with the British dele- 
gation on any question affecting their 
position. On the other hand, Captain 
Henry Harrison, Secretary of the Lirsh ; 
Dominion League, has advised them that 
they can best protect their interests 
by entering into consultations with rep- 
resentatives of the Dail Eireann.

Marne and is stamped with the offi- 
cial seal of these bodies. 

Tomorrow (Friday) is the day gener- 
ally set for carrying out the threats 
and demonstrations, and the French po- 
lice are taking every precaution to pre- 
vent gatherings of any kind near the 
buildings occupied by Americané.

‘“‘The American Government has the 
habit of doing these things,’ continued 
the paper. ‘‘ Such attempts have often 
in the last twenty years been fabricated 
beyond the Atlantic to give pretext for 
the repression of militant anarchists 
and revolutionaries.”’ x 

Experts at the city’ laboratory have 
completed examination of fragments of 
the bomb and confirm earlier reports 
that it was of British make of the re- 
versible type.

Plot to Terrorize Americans. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 20.—The 
bombing of the home of Ambassador 
Herrick in Paris is part of a well-laid 
plot of the same group that bombed 
homes of prominent Americans in 1919, 
according to records on file with the 
Loyal American League, ©, E. Noble, 
head of the organization here, announced 
today. ‘ 
‘* We have information that American 
representatives abroad are to be terror- 
ized and, if necessary, some American 
Ambassadors may be Kkilled,’’ Noble 
said. 

‘““This is to be done as a protest over 
the conviction and proposed execution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. 

‘‘It was this same group that planned 





and executed the bombing of eight 
homes of American officials throughout 
the country on June 2, 1919.”’ 


BOSTON, Oct. 20.—Fred H. Moore, of 
counsel for Niccola Sacco and Bartolo- 
neo Vanzetti, convicted of murder, in a 
statement tonight deplored the sending 
of a bomb to’ Ambassador Herrick ir 
Paris, supposedly by sympathizers with 
the condemned men, ‘ 

‘“‘T cannot conceive how: any intelli- 
gent and sane person sincerely interestec 
nm obtaining ultimate justice for these 
two men could hope that this sort of 
thirig could benefit them,”’ he said. ‘‘ The 
presumption, therefore, is that it was 
the act either of an enemy or an insane 
person. 

‘* I believe that the public and authori- 
ties will be big- enough’ to disregard 
what has happened in considering : 
gvilt or imnocence of these two men. 
Hlonest persons who have read the com- 
plete ~eport of the trial believe that a 
tcrrible mistake was made by the jury. 
Ir an error was made, from mistaken 
Judgment, it should be corrected. 

6 ere is evidently a mistaken idea in 
Europe that the American courts have 
finally failed to render justice to Sacco 
and Vanzetti and that their lives must 
bé forfeited.. Motions for a new trial cud 
an, appeal are pending.”

erying loudly. Mrs. Spungen, whose | 


husband was proprietor of the Phoenix 


Cigar Manufacturing Company, 535 East |

mother rushed into the street and it

FOUND EXPENSE TOO GREAT | 


Mrs. John King Van Rensselaer An- | 
nounces Withdrawal of Knick- 
erbocker Families. 


Why the original Dutch settlers will 
not be represented with other nationali- 
ties at the America’s Making Exposition 
cpening at the Seventy-first Regiment 
Armory on Oct. 29, was explained last 
right to THe New YorK Times by Mrs. 
John King Van Rensselaer, organizer of 
the Dutch section, which was to have 
included fifty or more lincal descendants 
of old Knickerbocker families. She said 
they had unpacked the ola costumes of 
their ancestors to wear in the pageant, 
but had packed them up again because 
@emong other things, they had noz heen 
formally recugniz.d as part of the his- 
toric exposition, were not placed at the 
head of the pageant, where she thought 
history entitled them to be, and further- 
more had not found the undertaking as 
inexpensive as thcy might have desired. 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer’s statement fol- 
lowed an announcement by Mathilde 
Spence, acting General Director of the 
organization, who said that Governor 
Miller had accepted an invitation to be 
present with his staff at the opening of 
the exposition. 

‘‘While Miss Spence was _ perfectly 
loveiy,” said Mrs. Van Rensselaer at 
her home, 157 East Thirty-seventh 
Street, ‘‘we never received any formal 
re cognition in the way of a notice from 
the Secretary of the organization that 
we had been made a part of the main, 
committee. It’s true that, when we 
gtarted to arrange the Dutch booth in| 
the Armory, they put us away off in 
e little corner; and they told us, * You 
must pay for putting up your booth,’ 
which would cost about $200; ‘ You must | 

ay for the wiring,’ which would cost | 

126, and ‘ You must pay’ (I forget how 
many hundred dollars) ‘for a pageant 
director,’ who was to teach us to walk 
around in our historic costumes. When 
everything was considered, according to 

{rs. Van Rensselaer, the expenses of 
the Dutch section began to approach 
$10,000, and this sum she explained she 
found it impossible to raise.

| quered and how they have always come 
out on top. Ghengis Khan was not the 
first, nor the last, invader who boasted 
| of having subdued China and in the end 
was taken captive by her. They re 
gard the Manchus, for instance, not as 
j}alien masters, but as a barbarian 
people to whom they taught civiliza- 
tion. And so the Chinese of today are 
not really afraid of Japan; knowledge 
of their past given them faith in 
ithe future. 

A prominent Chinese official is quoted 
as having said: ‘‘ We ought to ask 
Japan to conquer us. She would give 
|} us a good Government, teach us all the 
new learning which has made her strong, 
| and when the lesson is over, when Japan 
has taught us al! she can, we will be 
| strong enough to brush her aside.’’ 

Something like this probably the 
j natural trend of events. It was the 
sword of Caesar that brought civiliza- 
tion to Britain, and Bernard Shaw used 
to say that it was a misfortune for Eng- 
land that she had not been conquered 
by Napoleon. Some one has spoken of 
the Czechs as ‘‘ Prussianized Slavs.’’ 
And certainly a comparison of their or- 
derly and efficient legions in Siberia 
| with the Russian army of Kolchak indi- 
cated that they had learned some valu- 
| able lessons in the long years they suf- 
fered under Teuton oppression. Per- 
| haps, if nature were left to herself, the 
only way could think of to re- 
| generate China would be to let the Jap- 
|} anese rule her for a half century or so. 

But we are not content to let nature 
take her course. The one reason for this 
|} conference at Washington is to attempt 
ite persuade ‘‘ natural man,’’ with his 
|instinctive love of arms, to become more 
civilized.”” We cannot be content to 
allow the civilization of the East to wait 
the crude old processes of war. We 
|must strive to arrange matters so that 
|} Japan and the other nations can carry 
;on their educational work in China with- 
out shooting her up. We must try to 
|furnish China with what she needs with- 
out making her pay too heavily. 

The old maxim says that it takes two 
to make a quarrel; it is even more true 
that it takes two to make a friendship. 
|} And the latter is much the more diffi- 
j}cult. Sudden and shortlived anger will 
Start a fight, the establishment of cordial 
co-operation is the work of slow reason. 
It requires continuity of effort as well 
|as good-will. But good-will on both 
sides is the condition precedent. The 
iconference at Washington has a large 
|opportunity for beneficent activity in 
trying to bring China and Japan toward 
| the spirit of entente. 
Once her relations 
|put on a secure basis, China could pro- 
| ceed with her internal reorganization, 
;lirst of all comes finance, more of the 
money collected in taxes must be 
turned to the people in public service, 
{and less of it go into the pockets of 
| officials. The republic will not deserve 
| respect until it has disbanded the irregu- 
lla troops of the provincial Tuchuns and 
| built up a loyal national police force, 
| adequate for the task of restoring au- 
| thority. Then, China needs all sorts 
|}of transportation facilities—railroads, 
lernals, highways. Also improved mails 
iand telegraphs. It is only with a good 
| network of communications that national 
lunity can be developed. Educational 
\facilities demand attention. The old 
|ciassical examinations have been aban- 
|dGoned and no new national system in- 
|stalled. China does not so much need 
foreign schools, where Lincoln and Glad- 
stone will be held up as models, as her 
own native schools, where the Tine heri- 
ltege of her antique culture will be 
revered.

This conference at Washington will

profits and we cannot expect any one

Hitherto Unknown Giver of 
$1,500,000 Laboratory. 


SCHWAB URGES DEMOCRACY 


University Head Says America Must 
Share In World Responsibility 
to Avert Disaster. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 20.—Dr. Living- 
ston Farrand was invested with the of- 
fice of President of Cornell University 
today at a simple but most impressive 
ceremony in Bailey Hall. <A host of 
educators and scfentists from all parts 
of the country, and from some of the 
oldest universities of Europe and Can- 
ada, attended the exercises. 

With Dr. Farrand’s inauguration came 
the revelation that the hitherto unknown

The day opened with a drizzling rain 


that threatened, for a time, to curtail 
the exercises. The program was post- 
poned a half hour and then the pictur- 
esque and colorful academic procession 
to the scene of the inauguration was 
started. Delegates from the various 
educational institutions, numbering 125 
in all, and including 50 university and 
college Presidents, led the procession. 


President Farrand's Inaugural. 


In front of Morrell Hall the proces- 
sion was joined by Dr. Farrand, the re- 
tiring President, Albert W. Smith; Gov- 
ernor Miller of New York, Chief Justice 
Hiscock of the Court of Appeals, Mr. 
Schwab, H. H. Westinghouse and other 
trustees. Between two lines of universi- 
ty cadets the procession moved about 
the quadrangle and entered the hail 
where the inauguration ceremony took 
place. 

Chief Judge Hiscock, Chairman of the 
Cornell Board of Trustees, inducted Dr. 
Farrand into office and Acting Presi- 
dent Albert W. Smith passed tu him the 
seal and charter of the university. The 
retiring executive, affectionately known 
as ‘‘ Uncle Pete’’ to Cornell men the 
world over, received a mighty cheer as 
he retired. 


President Farrand chose for the sub- 
|ject of his inaugural address the criti- 
|cal situation in which European civili- 
zation finds itself. He stated as his 
| thesis ‘‘ that European civilization is to- 
day engaged in a fight for its very ex- 
istence; that this fact is not clearly rec- 
ognized either here or abroad and that 
| every opportunity must be seized to call 
|}attention to the critical aspect of the 
world situation, and for us in America, 
to oar inevitable involvement in the 


outcome.”’ 

The most serious single factor, he 
asserted, was the depleted vitality of 
the European populations brought 
about by war conditions. He cited as 
particular illustrations the new repub- 
lics of Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania, 
as well as the situation in Poland and 
the countries to the south, 

President Farrand in drawing con- 
clusions from the facts reviewed, argued 
that no solution to the problem could be 
hoped for unless international responsi- 
bility was fully recognized and accepted. 
Further, unless Americans accepted their 
share of this responsibility, disaster was 
inevitable. 

‘‘ Sweeping aside all minor considera- 
tions,’’ he said, ‘‘there jis but one 
hope of solution and that is the spread 
of knowledge, coupled with a broad 
idealism, and above all a readiness to 
give that service which is essential to 
the survival of our modern democracies. 
| There is one institution above all others 
to which out attention inevitably turns 
today, and that is our educational sys- 
tem. Perhaps the most serious fact of 
human psychology is that mental plas- 
| tiscity ceases with youth. The acquisi- 
| tion of new ideals is for the most part 
denied to those who have passed their 
earlier years. It is therefore in those 
who are still receptive that the new 
habits must be implanted. It is in those 
institutions tu which this youth is en- 
trusted that the new social language 
roust be taught and the new social out- 
| look must be learned. Of these there is 
none which carries the measure of re- 
sponsibility which is placed upon the 
colleges and universities of the land. 

‘““The world is being tried as: with 
fire. Society is in revolutioz. Our civilf- 
zation is not only under indictment, it 
is fighting for very existence. Solution 
is not to be reached by locat adjustment. 
Acceptance of international responsi- 
bility is unavoidable. Dogmatism and 
intolerance, whether national or indi- 
vidual, will be fatal. An informed citi- 
venship--a citizenship imbued with the 
ideals of true democracy and that spirit 
and habit of serviée without which de- 
mocracy cannot stand—is indisnensable, 
i It is a long struggle in which we are 
cngaged. It is to the rising generation 
that the world must turn for help. It is 
to a youth trained to see clearly, to view 
broadly, to judge fairly and to act fear- 
re that we must look for better 
things.

SOMETHING WRONG 
WITH MOON AGAIN

Found to Be 12 Miles Off Its 
Path, to the Great Pertur- 
bation of Astronomers. 


MUST CHANGE ALMANACS 


Its Habits Have Been Growing Ir- 
regular for 30 Years—Mysterlous 
Force Pushing It Ahead.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—The Daily Mail 
says that observations of the eclipse of 
the moon at Greenwich Observatory 
prove that the moon is off its path by a 
distance so small as to be negligible, 
but also that it is ahead of its expected 
position by over 12 seconds of an arc. 
It adds: 

‘* Reckoning a second of an are as one 
of our miles, the moon has deviated 
twelve miles. Dr. A. C. D. Crommeliz, 
who took the observations, stated yes- 
por, to a Daily Mail reporter that 
actually it is slightly more ahead, and 
the distance is quite a big one for 
astronomers.”’ 

Indeed, by going too fast, the moon 
has made a revision of astronomical and 
nautical almanacs necessary for 1923. 
Dr. Crommelin produced a table, show- 
ing that.the erratic behavior of the 
moon began thirty years ago. In the 
first few years it gained only half a 
mile but later it quickened its pace. In 
1915 it was 12.4 seconds ahead of the 
calculated position. Dr. Crommelin 
says there has been a slight further 
gain since 1915. 

‘“*“Some unknown influences are acting 
on the moon,” he said, ‘‘ and we are at 
a loss to say what they are. For years 
efforts have been made to find out and 
some day we may know. We suspect 
that it is not gravitation and that pos- 
sibly some magnetic force may be at 
work, but that is all we can say.’’

kK. J. was known in Fleet Street as

worth. Exactly what part he played in 
building up Lord Northcliffe’s fortunes 
is a matter of much disputation in Lon- 
don journalistic circles. Two years be- 
fore the war he was compelled by in- 
different health to relinquish his journal- 
istic position and he went into politics. 
He made no great mark at Westminster, 
but did useful work during the war at 
the Ministry of Food and Ministry of 
Transport.

sided, said that copies of Brewer's lec- 
ture had been sent to Curtiss, to Dr. 
Walcott, Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, and to Dr. Zahm, who was 
concerned in the expertments. Walcott 
and Curtiss are making replies, which 
will be published in the December num- 
ber of the society’s journal. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Lieut. 
Col. Ogilvy, an aeronautical expert, 
spoke briefly, holding that Brewer had 
proved his point. 

Handley Page, however, in an account 
of his acquaintance with all the parties 
to the controversy, declined to express 
an opinion. There was, he thought,a cer- 
tain lapse between Langley’s theoretical 
work and his actual attempts at flight. 
All his published calculations showed, 
he said, that he was working with a 
flat plane, while photographs showed his 
machine had curved planes. He con- 
gratulated Brewer on his historical re- 
search and remarked how curious it was 
that, in order to decide a 
tween two patentees, Langley’s machine, 
a historical relic, should be taken from 
a ee for the purposes of experi- 
ment. 


Brewer, replying, suggested that Lang- | 


ley’s failure might be due to his found- 
ing his theory on the use of flat planes. 


Gives Results of Investigation. 


A copy of Griffith Brewer's address, 
received here in advance of its,delivery 
in London yesterday, in part reads: 


‘The Smithsonian Institution has al- 
ways attributed the failure of the Lang- 
ey machine in 1903 to a failure in the 


aunching apparatus, and it has be aaa | 


to been generally accepted that the ma- 
chine was wrecked without having had a 
fair opportunity to prove whether it was 
capable of flight. It is easy, therefore, 
to understand that since the Wrights, 
who had been working on-the same 
problem, succeeded where Langley had 
failed, Langley’s friends eagerly wel- 
comed the suggestion made ten years 
later that it might still be possible to 
prove that Langley’s machine was cap- 
able of flight. 

“If Langley’s machine could be flown, 
one of the most dramatic events in the 
history of aviation would be accom- 
plished! Langley and the Wrights had 
, been working concurrently, hundreds of 
miles apart, for several years, and both 
had approached the final stage of their 
independent experiments at the same 
time. Langley tested his machine a few 
weeks before the Wrights were ready 
to test theirs, and the attempts to fly 
the Langley machine failed. The 
Wrights, one week after Langley’s sec- 
ond attempt, tested theirs and succeed- 
ed. Was it merely a mishap. which 
robbed Langley of the credit of being 
the first to fly, or did he fail because 
the machine he 
capable of flight? s 

‘It is not surprising, therefore, that 
when Glenn Curtiss offered to fly the old 
Langley machine, Secretary Walcott, 
who had succeeded Professor Langley as 
Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
should have we!comed the opportunity to 
have Langley’s machine tested.” 

“The Smithsonian report and the in- 
scription on the Langley machine are 
misleading and untrue,” says Mr, 
Brewer. ‘‘No ‘attempt was made at 
Hagamondsport to fly the original Lang- 
ley machine. At Hammondsport funda- 
‘mental aerodynamic alterations were 
made to the machine which were not 
mentioned in the report by Dr. Zahm 
to the Smithsonian Institution. This 
Hammondsport machine was then put 
through so-called flying tests, altered 
after almost every test, and the tests 
were reported as flights of the original 
Langley machine. The Smithsonian In- 
stitution was led to believe and falsely 
proclain that Langley had succeeded, 
where in fact Langley knew that he 
had honorably failed.’’ 

The lecture summarizes the Brewer 
investigation as follows: 

‘“*It is untrue to say that Langley’s 
machine of 1903 ever has flown or ever 
could fly. In both trials in 1903 the 
wings collapsed through faults in de- 
sign of the machine, and not from any 
failure in the launching mecnanism. 

‘‘The machine used at Hammonds- 
= in 1914 differed from the original 

angley machine in many important 
respects. 

“The wings were of different area, 
different camber and different aspect 
ratio. 

**The system of wing trussing, which 
in the Langley machine had failed, was 
completely changed at Hammondsport. 

‘“*The large keel surface of the Lang- 
ley machine was altogether omitted. 

‘“*The Langley system of launching 
was abandoned, and a system developed 
after his death was used in its place. 

‘The original Langley propellers were 
modified and afterward superseded by a 
modern propeller, based on knowledge 
not possessed by Langley. 

“The steering wheel, post and shoul- 
der yoke of a modern Curtiss machine 
were installed complete in the Ham- 
mondsport machine. 

‘“The original Langley engine of 52 
horse power was at first modified and 
afterward superseded by a modern Cur- 
tiss motor of 80-100 horse power. 


Not the Original Machine. 


“At first it was necessary to change 


the machine to carry the engine, and 
then it was necessary to change the en- 
ine te carry the machine. Finally 
here was neither the original Langley 
engine nor the original Langley ma- 
chine. 

“The remains of the Langley machine 
were at last returned to the Smithsonian 
Institution, and were instrusted to Mr. 
Reed for restoration to the original form 
of 1903. Mr. Reed did his work well, 
for when I saw the rebuilt Langley in 
the National Museum last April, it was 
very much like er built it. The 
wings had their leading edges restored, 
thus bringing them back to their former 
camber and area; the wings were stayed 
to the old guy posts. which were set 
forward again to their original but in- 
effective positions; the Langley pro- 
pellers were restored; the pilot’s car 
was again under the forward part of 
the frame; the Curtiss control gear had 
been removed. In fact, the whole ma- 

ychise had lost all appearance of hav- 
ing been out on an _ indiscreet- ad- 
venture.”’ 

In a section of the lecture dealing with 
technical features Mr. Brewer cites 
eighteen alleged changes in the con- 
struction of the machine before the 
Hammondsport trials. He lists these as 
follows: ;

Hammondsport in which all of that por- 
tion in front of the forward spar of 
the Langley machine was entirely omit- 
ted, and thus the forward spar formed 
the leading edge of the Hammondsport 
wings, The camber of the Langley 
wings was 1 in 12, while that of the 
Hammondsport machine was about 1 in 
18. The area of the Langley wings was 

1,040 square feet; that of the Ham- 
mondsport wings about 990 square feet. 
The Hammondsport wings also had a 
slightly different aspect ratio from that 
of the Langley machine. These changes, 
as is well known to all aeronautic en- 
gineers, produce a wing of entirely dif- 
ferent acrodynamic properties-from the 
original Langley wing. 

“2. In the original Langley machine 
the wings were stayed by wires to single 
guy posts, projecting above and below 
the central frame. The part of the post 
above the central frame was replaced 
by two very much larger posts, having 
about twice tke height of the original 
Buy posts and forming an inverted V 
over the central frame. The single guy 
Post below the central frame in the 
Langley machine was replaced by four 
much heavier posts.

| “3. The guy wires at Hammondsport 
| were attached to the spars at different 
| Ooints than in the Langley machine, the 
| advisability of which cnange was made 
{apparent by the breaks in the spars in 
|} 1903. These changes can be seen in 
some of the original photographs, but 
are not so clear in the plates. 

“4. This whole system of trussing, 
| Which replaced the guy posts used by 
Langley, was moved thirty inches fur- 
ther back, so as to be near the normal 
centre of pressure on the wings. I have 
already called attention to the serious- 
ness of Langley’s lack of knowledge in 
placing these guy posts so far forward. 

“3. The middle spar of each wing was 
| strengthened by an additional spar 
; underneath the ribs and extending out- 
{ward for about two-thirds of their 
|length. These middle spars, not rein- 
| forced, had collapsed in the tests of the 
| Langley machine in 1903. 
| ‘*6. The wings were further strength- 
enéd by the under truss work, diagon- 
|ally braced, rigidly supporting the 
wings to about a quarter of their 
|length out from the central frame. 

' “‘%, The ribs of the Hammondsport 
| machine were made heavier than the 

box construction of the Langley ma- 
| chine, and were stronger. 

‘8. Hydroplane floats, unknown in the 
|day of Langley and developed between 
| the years 1909 and 1914, were substi- 
| tuted for Langley’s original method of 
launching. 

“9. The large fixed keel vertical sur- 
| face situated below the frame in the 
| Lang'ey machine was entirely omitted in 
the Hammondsport machine. 

“10. The small split vane steering 
.rudder of the Langley machine was re- 
placed with a single rudder of about 
one and a half times the area. The 
| small vane rudder of the Langley ma- 
chine was adjusted from a self-locking 
hand-wheel and was intended to steer 
the machine slowly to right or to left, 
| while the large single surface rudder in 
the Hammondsport machine was con- 
nected part of the time to the regu'ar 
Curtiss wheel, part of the time to the 
Curtiss yoke, and was used for main- 
taining lateral balance, a system of con- 
trol universally used today but entirely 
anknown to Langley. 





Curtiss Steering Post Used. 


“11. The Penaud tail in the Ham- 
mondsport machine, instead of’ being 
merely adjustable up and down by a 
self-locking hand-wheel, as arranged by 
Langley, was coupled to a regular Cur- 
tiss steering post in the Hammondsport 
machine, and was attached to an up- 
standing bracket, instead of to a de- 
pending bracket, as used by Langley, 
which gave it a position about twenty 
inches higher than in the Langley ma- 
chine. 

‘*12. The original carburetor on the 
Langley engine was changed for one of 
modern type at Hammondsport. 

“13. The radiator employed by Lang- 
ley was changed in the Hammondsport 
machine for a radiator of modern type. 

‘14. The forward corners of the origi- 
nal Langley propellers were: cut off. 
after the manner of the early Wright 
propellers. 

‘““15./The Penaud tail rudder on the 
Hammondsport machine was made turn- 
able about a vertical axis, a movement 
not intended by Langley in the machine 
of 1903. This tail rudder was connected 
to a regular Curtiss steering wheel. 

‘* 16. The Langley engine, which in the 
Langley memoir is said to have given 
52.8 horsepower on the bench for ten 
hours, was now removed, and a Curtiss 
S0-100 horsepower motor was substi- 
tuted and placed about 3% feet further 

| forward on the machine. 

“417. The Langley modified twin pro- 
pellers were removed and a modern 
tractor propeller, designed with knowl- 
edge acquired since Langley’s day, was 
mounted in front of the machine about 
16 feet forward of the location of the 
Langley propellers. 

“48. The pilot's car was now re- 
moved and the pilot’s seat was placed 
about 14 fect further back and about 3 
feet higher than the seat in the Lang- 
ley machine.”’ : 

The British expert says that he visited 
Hammondsport in 1914, two weeks after 
the last test, and adds: 

“JT was told that the machine did 
actually make short hops, due to its 
initial speed, and I have no reason to 
doubt. that this was true. This, how- 
ever, does not prove that the machine 
was capable of ‘sustained free flight, 
since it is well known that a machine in- 
capable of sustained flight may make 
hops. 

It is interesting to note that on 
June 4, 1915, more than a year after 
the so-called flight of June 2, 1914, at- 
tempts were still being made to fly the 
Hammondsport machine.”’ 





Consider Wright’s Claims Proved.

CURTISS INSISTS PLANE FLEW. 


He Says Brewer Arrived After Tests 
With Criginal Machine Were Over. 


Glenn H. Curtiss, who ts in Rochester, 
N. Y., made the following statement 
over the telephone last night on Grif- 
fith Brewer’s charges; 

‘““T sent over to London to be read at 
the society's meeting a statement sup- 
ported by affidavits and data from the 
Smithsonian Institution, substantiating 
my claim that I flew the original Lang- 
ley machine. I also included photo- 
graphs of the machine in flight. Per- 
haps the documents did not reach there 
in time. 

‘I did fly the aoe 4 in its original 
condition and it more than made good. 
The facts are these:

American and Japanese Govern- 
ments Reach Agreement to Ex- 
clude It at Washington. 


DELEGATION CONFERS TODAY 


Economic Basis for Armament Limi- 
tation Is Expected to Be 
Considered. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20:—It was au- 
thoritatively stated today that the diffi- 
cult subject of immigation would not be 
raised at the Washington conference on 
limitation of armament and Pacific 
problems. Immigration, it was ex- 
plained, had nothing to do with the con- 
ference nor thé conference with it, and 
both from the American and Japanese 


viewpoints, it was regarded as a do- 
mestic queStion. The situation in this 
respect is well understood by both 
American and Japanese officials. 

The only change or addition since the 
announcement of the agenda a month 
ago has been the inclusion, at the in- 
stance of the United States, of the sub- 
ject of Pacific electrical communica- 
tions. There is reason to belleve that 
China has been the only country to 
recommend topics not embraced by the 
agenda, but their nature has not been 
disclosed. Great Britain, Japan, France 
{taly, Holland, Belgium and Portugal 
are understood to have accepted the 
agenda subject only to such innovations 
as the developments of the conference 
might suggest. 

Baron Shidehara, the Japanese Ambas- 
sador, acting upon instructions from the 
Tokio Foreign Office, is understood to 
have presented to Secretary Hughes a 
memorandum accompanied by verbal ob- 
servations, in which the American Gov- 
ernment is notified that the Japanese 
Government agreed to the proposal of 
the agenda on the whole, stating at the 
same time Japan’s views on it. The 
Japanese decision was reached after 
many conferences among higk officials 
of the Foreign Office, a Cabinet confer- 
ence, and a meeting of the diplomatic 
advisory council. At first, {t is re- 
ported, opinion developed among some 
elements of the Japanese Cabinet that 
Japan should insist upon the exclusion 
from the conference of ‘ faits accom- 
plis ’’ but it is intimated that the official 
Japanese memorandum implies Japan's 
willingness that even such topics may 
come before the conference. 

The American delegates to the confer- 
ence, Secretary Hughes, Senator Lodge 
and Underwood, and Elihu Reot will 
meet at the State Department at 3 
o’clock tomorrow afternocn, when there 
will take place a more complete discus- 
sion of the policy which the United 


States will follow in the conference than , 


was possible at the previous meeting. 
It is expected that the list of the Ameri- 
can advisory council, to be composed of 
twelve or fifteen members, will be an- 
nounced in a few days, possibly by Pres: 
ident Harding tomorrow. The delay 
in making the list public is understood 
to be due to the fact that all the ac- 
ceptances had not been received. 

It is probable that the subject to be 
most comprehensively considered by the 
American delegation at  tomorrow’s 
meetings and others to follow is the pro- 
ject of limitation of armament which 
will have an. economic rather than «a 
political basis, and will relate to national 
incomes rather than to the exact num- 
ber of ships.

CAMBRIDGE STUDENTS 
MOB WOMEN’S COLLEGES 


University Again Bars Out Wom- 
en and Undergraduates Start 
Riots After “Victory.”

LONDON, Oct. 20.—There were riotous 
scenes caused by undergraduates in 


Cambridge tonight after the Senate of 
Cambridge University, thanks to a 
crowd of non-resident members who 
went up to record their votes, had defi- 
nitely refused to adopt the progressive 
attitude of Oxford and had rejected 
the ‘‘ grace'’ which wouid have con- 
ferred limited membcrship in the uni- 
versity upon women. ; 

The Cambridge Senate rejected a sim- 
ilar proposal last December, and later 
a proposal for the incorporation of Gir- 
ton and Newnham Colleges into a uni- 
versity for women was rejected. This 
was followed by the compromise scheme 
embodied in the “‘ grace’’ that was re- 
jected today. 

Early in the day the undergraduates 
held a mock funeral procession of ‘‘ the 
last man at Cambridge,’’ whose body 
was placed on a hearse and dragged 
through the town by undergraduates 
disguised as women. At night they in- 
dulged in a rowdy celebration of the 
women's defeat, which culminated in a 
raid on Newnham College and the 
smashing of gates. 

A large number of undergraduates 
assembled outside the Senate house to 
hear the result of the voting. 
kept up an incessant cry of ‘‘ we won't 
have women!’’ and some hissing of 
women who were looking on was in- 
dulged in. 

The result of the voting was received 
with a great outburst of cheering. Then 
some one shouted ‘‘ Newnham and 
Girton !"" and the crowd rushed down 
the streets in the direction of the wo- 
men's colleges. 

At the old hall, Newnham, the mob 
seized a Landcart belonging to the col- 
lege and used it as a battering ram 
against the gates. The cart was heavily 
weighted and the gates soon were 
Smashed, but the arrival of a strong 
force of police prevented the crowd from 
storming the college. 

Driven away by the police, the under- 
graduates then proceeded to Peile Hall, 
where they forced their way into the 
courtyard. Proctors arrived on the 
scene and apologized for the conduct of 
the men, but were unable to put an end 
to the trouble. The men, laughing and 
cheering, battered at the door and tried 
to force their way into the college. Then 
the police reached the spot and finally 
dispersed the demonstrators, 

The destroyed gates, which cost £700, 
were erected in honor of the first woman 
prineipal of Newnham, 
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PARIS; Oct. 20.—From today it ap- 
pears that the formula which has be- 
come so well known, ‘the allied and 
associated powers,”’ is to disappear 
from official communiqués dealing with 
administration of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. By the Washington treaty with 
Berlin now ratified, an associated power 
has dropped from ihe great egi bination 
which ‘won the war and made the Peace 
Treaty. 


The first instance of this change oc- 
curred tonight wh2n the Reparations 
Commission issued a communiqué in 
which particular mercion Is made of 
the interests of ths allisd Governments 
and none of those 9% the formerly as- 
sociated power. jijer interests are pre- 
sumably protected by her treaty with 
Berlin. 

The communiqué in question deals 
with the attitude of the Reparations 
Commission toward the  Louchecur- 
Rathenau agreement by which Germany 
is to deliver to France within three 
years building material to the value of 
7,000,000,000 gold marks. After some 
days’ consideration the commission has 
decided that it ‘‘ entirely approves the 
general principles underlying the agree- 
ment.’’ At the same time, however, it 
takes care to point out that the agree- 
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ment involves certain departures from 
the Treaty of Versailles and is there- 
fore outside the province of tHe com- 
mission, which was appointed solely for 
the administration of the treaty as it 
exists. The commission, however, un- 
dertakes to refer the question to the 
various governments represented on the 
commission with a recommendation 
that favorable consideration be given 
to it. 

It is in the last clause of this offi- 


cial document that the phrase occurs 
which marks the end of the official 
connection of the United States with 
the Allies. The commission recommends 
that in case the arrangements Are suc- 
cessful reasonable facilities for deferred 
payment should be accorded to France 
‘subject to any safeguards which the 
Allied Governments may regard as nec- 
essary to protect their respective inter- 
ests.”’ 

Once before, at the end of the Wilson 
régime, ‘‘ Associated Powers’’ was 
cropped from considerations and com- | 
muniqués of this kind, but then it was 
at American requcst. Now it is the Al- 
lies who have dropped the United States 
from their association in all matters re- 
ferring in the Treaty of Versailles.

WOULD MAKE LANDIS 
GIVE UP ONE JOB 


Third Attempt in Congress to 
Make Him Choose Between 
Bench and Baseball. 


Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, just 
now at loggerheads with Babe Ruth, 
may be compelled to choose between 
being a Federal District Judge, at $7,500 
a year, or the High Commissioner of or- 
ganized baseball, at $42,000 a year. 

The compulsory choice is the object 
of a bill to amend the Federal judicial 
code which Representative Warren 1. 
Lee of Brooklyn said last nignt he 


would introduce within a few days. Mr. 
Lee said his measure would add to Sec- 
tion 258 of the code, prohibiting Judges 
from law practice, these words “* nor 
shall it be lawful for him, whil? nolding 
such office, to hold any other office 
or position, public or private, from 
which he shall receive a salary or stated 
compensation.”’

HOTEL THIEF SUSPECT 
SHOT BY DETECTIVE 


Victim Puts Up Stiff Battle, but 
Finally Lands as Prisoner 
in Hospital. 


Joseph Smith, chief house detective at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, captured a man he 
accused of being a sneak thief, after 
shooting him early yesterday on the fire 
escape on the Astor Court side of the 


hotel. Smith has been watching the fire 
escape every night for five weeks in the 
belief that a thief who had robbed a 
room on the fourth floor would return. 
About 4 o'clock yesterday morning he 
saw a man approach from the shadows 
of Thirty-thira Street, climb up the 
fagade to the bottom of the fire escape 
and start to ascend the ladder. 

When the man reached the fourth 
floor, Smith poked his head out of a 
window, thrust his automatic toward 
the intruder and ordered him to put 
up his hands.

‘blow his head off.’’ Smith fired at 
the man’s hand, but the bullet drilled 
a hole in’his chest. The wounded man 
skipped down the fire escape nimbly, 
but William Demarest, another house 
detective, was waiting for him. He 
fought ‘‘ like a tiger,’’ Smith said. The 
suspect was taken to the West 30 Street 
Station and then to Bellevue Hospital, 
where he was held a prisoner on the 
charge of suspicion of burglary. The 
‘““ weapon” with which he had threat- 
ened Smith turned out to be a flash- 
light. The prisoner said he was Peter 
Hermando, 18 years old, a Montene- 
grin waiter, with no home. 

Two ‘‘ armed men held up Harry 
Sobel, night clerk of the Hotel Paris at 
480 Seventh Avenue, near Thirty-sixth 
Street, and three men and three women 
who were in thé lobby early yesterday 
morning. They took $60 and two watches 
from a safe behind the desk and were 
searching the guests, whom they had 
lined up against the wall, when Sobel 
saw a policeman passing the door and 
called for help. The robbers fled.

PAVES WAY TO TAX

Senate Strikes From Bill Clause 
Defining “Foreign Traders” 
and Corporations. 


VOTE FOR CHANGE 36 TO 30 


Means Elimination Later of Pro- 


visions Exempting Incomes 


Gained in Foreign Trade.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—After an all- 
day debate on the proposed foreign trade 
tax exemption clauses in the pending 
Tax bill, the Senate voted late this after- 
noon, 36 to 30, to strike from the bill 
Sections 4 and 5 of Part 1 of the income 
tax chapter. These sections define the 
terms ‘foreign trader’’ and ‘“' foreign 
trade corporation.”’ 

The motion to strike out was made by 
Senator La Follette., The adoption of 
the motion paves the way for the elimi- 
nation of the exemption clauses when 
those clauses are reached, whith proba- 
bly will be tomorrow or Saturday. 

Eleven Republicans joined with the 
Democrats in support of the La Follette 
motion, ten being from the West ana

Elimination of the foreign trade de- 
fining clauses was the only progress 
made today toward a final vote on the 
bill, although Senator Penrose again 
reiterated that he expected 8 vote before 
the end of next week, and to have the 
bill ready for the President’s signature 
by Nov. 1. There are Senators on each 
side of the chamber who believe his 
prophecy will not be realized. 

Senater McCumber again defined the 
proposed foreign trade exemptions, while 
Senators Simmons, La Follette, Hitch- 
evck and Jones of New Mexico. op- 
pused it. 

Senator Hitchcock argued that the 
adoption of this new policy would cause 
corporations to leave the country in or- 
der to escape taxes, and that in the 
end the only result would be to in- 
crease the taxes on those concerns that 
continued to do business in the United 
States. He denounced the proposal as 
nothing more than offering a ‘ pre- 
mium “‘ to American business engaged 
in foreign trade to do business in some 
country other than the United States.

Can Refer Disputes to League. 


In case of any dispute arising which 
the commission is not able to settle 
amicably, either Government may refer 
it to the League of Nations and must 
bind itself in advance to accept the find- 
ings of Geneva. Elaborate directions are 
given for protection of nationality claims 
and securing the rights of minorities, in 
all cases the right of appeal to the 
League of Nations being recognized and 
agreed to by both parties. 

Premier Briand in an identical letter 
to Warsaw and Berlin sets forth that 
the Allies decide that a fair interpreta- 
tion of the treaty means division of 
Silesian territory. They declare their 
acceptance of the League decision. At- 
tention is called to the necessity of 
diving the industrial area and of leaving 
considerable numbers of Poles in Ger- 
man territories and vice versa. The 
letter ends: 

“In case the interested Governments, 
or either one of them, refuse for any 
reason whatsoever to accept all or part 
of this decision, or show by their at- 
titude they are trying to prevent its 
loyal execution, the allied Governments, 
considering in the interest of general 
peace the necessity of seeing established 
at once the régime laid down, reserve 
the right to take what measures they 
judge best to assure full enforcement of 
their decision.”’

FOR ANTI-LYNCHING BILL. 


House Committee Endorses Measure 
Providing Life Imprisonment for 
Mobs. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The Dyer 
anti-lynching bill, imposing heavy pen- 
alties on persons involved in mob action 
resulting in the taking of life, was or- 
dered favorably reported today by the, 
House Judiciary Committee. 

The measure provides that any mem- 
ber of a mob which puts some one to 
death shall be imprisoned for life, or for 
not less than five years, and that State 
and municipal officials who, through 
neglect of duty, fail to prevent lynch- 
ing, shall be imprisoned not more than 
five years or fined not more than $6,000. 
Federal district courts would have juris- 
diction. 

Any county in which a person is 
lynched, under the measure, would be | 
required to forfeit $10,000, which would | 


go to the family of the victim. The | 
bill defines ‘‘a mob or riotous as- 
semblage” as an ‘assembly composed 
of five or more persons acting in con- 
cert for the purpose of depriving any 
person of his life without authority of 
law.” 

Representative Dyer, Republican, Mis- 
souri, author of the bill, said he would 
try to bring it to a vote in the House at 
an early date.

NEW OIL POOL OPENED. 


E!k Basin Co. Drills In a 500-Barrel 
Well in the Catcreek Field. 


The Elk Basin Consolidated Petroleum 
Company, through the Frantz Corpora- 
tion, which it controls, has opened a 
new oil pool in the Catcreek Field, Mon- 
tana. The company has drilied in a 
new well of 6500 barrels 2 day on 
Section 26, Lot 15, Range 50. This is 
one and one-half miles from the nearest 
well on the company’s property, 

The opening of this new pool is ex- 
pected to add considerably to the com- 
pany’s oil resources. <A recent report 
of operations showed 1,620 acres of the 
West Dome and associated smaller 
structures capable of producing 20,240,- 
000 barrels of oil. The Mosky Dome 
comprises 560 acres with a pctential 
output of 4,650,000 barrels, and another 
720 acres capable of producing 11,346,000 
barrels. The total of these three sections 
{s approximately 36,543,000 barrels, of 
which 1,300,000 barrels have been ex- 
tractéd. This, however, does not include 
the potential production of the new pool. 
The company’s production in September 
was 160,525 barrels, or more than 5,000 
barrels daily.

STANDARD OIL EXTENSIONS. 


Unconfirmed Reports Indicate New 
Drillings in Mexico and Bolivia. 


The Standard Oil Company of New 
Jefsey is planning to extend its activi- 
ties in both Mexico and South America, 
according to reports in the financial dis- 
trict yesterday.

Dr. John Bauer Tells Economics

W.P.G.HARDING A GRANDSIRE 


Reserve Board Head Greets Infant— 
Discounts Rail Strike. 


W. P. G. Harding, Chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, came on from 
Washington yesterday, laid aside his 
burdens as head of the Government's 
banking institution, and spent several 
hours in sizing up a new grandchild 
whom he met for the first time. The 
baby, at the Hotel Plaza with his -pa- 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. F. H. Prince 2d, has 
been named F. H. Prince 3d. .

| Harding said that the prospects of a 
railroad strike had not made any par- 
ticular impression upon him and that he 
did not think it would take place. ‘I 
believe the attitude of most normal 
people in considering the strike was not 
to take it very seriously,”’ he said. ‘it 
did not alarm me. I did not rush out 
and buy a barrel of flour and a barrel 
of potatoes, in the belief that the sup- 
plies of these necessities would be tied 
up by a strike.

DENY FORDNEY CHARGES. 


Marshall Field & Co. Say Forelgn 
Purchases Are Small. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—John G. Shedd, 
President of Marshall Field & Co., is- 
sued a statement tonight denying 
charges made in Congress by Represen- 
tative Fordney of Michigan that the 
firm is opposed to the American valua- 
tion plan in the emergency tariff law 
‘ because of its large purchases in Ger- 
many and Japan.’’ 

Mr. Shedd recalls that Mr. Fordney 
had previously asserted that the eom- 
pany owned hosiery factories in Japan 
and bought the entire production of fac- 
tories in Japan and Germany to get the 
benefit of cheap foreign labor. 

‘‘ Marshall Field & Co. Lave not bought 
the entire product of German hosiery or 
knit goods mills and have never bought 
|or made hosiery or knit goods in Japan. 
In 1920 we did the largest volume of 
| business in our history. In that year 
we paid for goods made in Germany 
\less than one-half of one per cent. of 
our volume of business, and for goods 
made in Japan less than one per cent. 


In fact, all the money paid for goods 
made in all foreign countries was consid- 
erably less than 10 per cent. of our en- 
tire business.

Long Island Inventor Claims 141- 


Mile Speed and Extreme Mo- 
bility for New Fighter. 


An armored military airplane mounted | 
with thirty machine guns capable of | 
spraying 3,000 shots in four minutes has 
been completed by John M. Larsen, 
an engineer and inventor, at his aero- 
nautical plant at Central Park, L. I. | 
Carrying Larsen, Brook Hyde-Pierson, 
pilot and M. Goodenough, mechanician, 
the craft will fly to Washington today | 
to be inspected by army and navy of- 
ficials. 

The J-L attack plane, as it has been 
named, is of all-metal construction and | 





- | 
hour. It has a wing spread of 49 feet | 
and a length over all of 32 feet. A 400/ 
horse-power Liberty motor supplies the | 
power. Its radius of action is 400 miies, ; 

The craft is a. monoplane with canti- 
lever wings which do not require ex- 
terior bracing. manned with 
crew and equipped with 3,000 pounds of 
ammunition and necessary fuel the 
plane weighs 5,000 pounds. 

Larsen places great stress on the Ma- 
noeuvre ability of the plane, which, de- 
spite its size and bulk, can be manipu- 
lated as easily as the single seater he 
says. It can be put through aerial ma- 
noeuvers seen as the loop-the-loop, the 
Immelmann turn and the like, he de- 
clares. 

The main battery of armaments con- 
sists of twenty-eight machine guns ar- 
ranged in two sections inside the body. 
The first section of: twelve guns is pluced 
back of tiie pilot's seat, sixteen other 
guns are niountcd to tne rear. The re- 
maining two guns are superimposed on 
the forward part of the cockpit, where 
they may be operated by the pilot and 
a gunner. ; 

The two main batteries of guns are 
fired by means of three levers, two of 
them each firing a section and the third, 
a master lever, exploding the whole 
twenty-eight. ach eun has been tested 
to fire 1,500 rounds per minute. It re- 
quires only four minutes to replace fresh 
magazines in all the guns. ; 

BKacn of the «iret r.imns used in the 
Thompson machine guns on the plane 
contains 100 cartridges. The ammuni- 
tion equipment consists of three drums 
each for the thirty guns, a total of 
9,000 cartridges 

A particuiar feature of the plane is 
the armored protection afforded to vul- 
nerable parts. The plane itself is con- 
structed of duralumin, an alloye of alu- 
minium, the metal shee s hnving a thick- 
ness of 25-1,000 of an inch. Vital parts 
are braced with armor 3-16 of an inch 
thick, sufficiently strong to deflect both 
rifle and machine gun bullets, it was 
said. 


FEARS ‘DEVILISH MACHINES.’ 


Senator Watson Demands Protec- 
tion From Autos and Motorcycles. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—A demand 
for protection by Capitol police from 
tomobiles and ‘‘ that devilish machine 
known as the matorcycle’’ was mzde in 
the Senate to-day by Senator Watson of 
Georgia. 
Referring to the 
loating from the Ca;itol dome as a 
uarantee ‘of life, Iiberty and limb” 
the Georgia Senator declared that Sn- 
itors were compelled to jump from in 
‘front of motor vehicles, and that tour- 
ts and cther visitors also were im- 
perilled. The Capitol police, he asserted, 
gave virtually no protection «against 
motor vehicles and, he charged, per- 
mitted roaming dogs to chase the pet 
squirrels in the Capitol grounds.
